Bible in Prison 

A few months before the war in China 
a remarkable exhibition was held in Pei- 
ping. On view was a Bible used by Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-Shek during his imprison- 
ment. His testimony was: “I have been 
a Christian for nearly ten years. Never 
before has this sacred Book been so inter- 
esting as during my two-week captivity in 
Sian. From my captor I asked one thing 
—a copy of the Bible. In my solitude I 
had ample time for reading and medita- 
tion. The greatness and love of Christ 
burst upon me with new inspiration, in- 
creasing my strength to struggle against 
evil, to overcome temptation and to up- 
hold righteousness.” 

Mme. Chiang Kai-Shek on Prayer 

The great-souled woman of China, 
Madame Chiang Kai-Shek, at present vis- 
iting the United States, in an article, 
“What Religion Means to Me,” says 
this: 

“One of my strongest childhood im- 
pressions is of my mother going to a room 
she kept for the purpose on the third floor 
to pray. 

“She spent hours in prayer, often be- 
ginning before dawn. When we asked 
her advice about anything she would say, 
“J must ask God first.” Asking God was 
not a matter of spending five minutes 
to ask Him to bless her child and grant 
the request. It meant waiting upon God 
until she felt His leading.” 

Engraving Bible on a Stamp 

It has been known for years that the 
Lord’s Prayer has been engraved on a pin 
head. 

Now the Gorton Machine Tool Com- 


pany of Racine, Wisconsin, has engraved 
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the Prayer on a much smaller space. 
And in addition to that, the Gorton 
firm claims it can engrave the entire sixty- 
six books of the Bible within an area of 
one-half inch by three-eights of an inch! 


That would be an extraordinary feat, 
but that is not the best place for such 
engraving.

A “Falling Away” 

There was a time when every respect- 
able American family attended church at 
least once a week. But today, according 
to Harry H. McArthur, ninety per cent 
of our people attend no church regularly. 
Sixty per cent attend the movies, but 
only fifteen per cent attend Sunday 
School. Only eight per cent go to church 
on Sunday morning and two per cent 
on Sunday night. Surely there has been 
a great “falling away”—and God’s Word 
said this should come prior to the “Day 
of Christ.” “That day shall not come, 
except there come a falling away first, and 
that man of sin be revealed, the son of 
perdition.” (2 Thess. 2:3) 


Gallup Poll on Bible Reading 


At the suggestion of the American 
Bible Society the Gallup Poll attempted 
to find out what effect one year of war- 
fare has had upon the religious thinking 
of the American people. The survey 
reveals “that whereas ten in every 100 
persons interviewed say they read the 
Bible every day, 41 out of every 100 say 
they are reading the Bible more often 
than they did before the war. More 
than twice as many women as men read 
the Bible daily. Moreover, farmers and 
residents of small communities are more 
given to daily reading the Bible than are 
those who live in large cities. And more 
than three times as many persons who 
ate 50 years of age or over read the Bible 
daily as do men and women who are be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 29. More than 
half of the younger people have not 
looked at the Bible within the past year,

There must be a foundation underneath 
our witnessing. 


There have been those who have found 
it difficult to reconcile the spiritual ex- 
perience that folk have had and the con- 
duct of their lives. I have tried to ex- 
plain it in this manner. Some have not 
had the chance of home training and 
culture, and for that reason do not mani- 
fest the character that one might expect 
to be in the life of one who has the in- 
dwelling of the Spirit. But the Lord 
generously bestows His blessing upon 
them, and as they submit themselves to 
the influence of the Holy Spirit they in- 
crease in the manifestation of Christian 
character and virtues. 

We need the love of God. The great 
purpose of the coming of Christianity 
into this world is that love might be te- 
stored to this world. A Chinese representa- 
tive, at a convention of oriental religions, 
made the statement that all religions of 
the orient are lacking in something, and 
that the only religion that does not have 
that lack is Christianity. The only te- 
ligion of love is the religion of Jesus 
Christ. 

The more we have of the Holy Spirit 
the more we will have of the love of God. 
The more a man loves God, the more he 
will love his wife, his children, his neigh- 
bor, the Word of God, and the unsaved 
people around him. “But we glory in trib- 
ulation also; knowing that tribulation 
worketh patience; and patience, experi- 
ence; and experience, hope: and hope 
maketh not ashamed; because the love of 
God is shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost which is given unto us.” 
(Rom. 5:3-5) 

Some fruits we find in the life filled 
with the Holy Ghost are, “love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance: against such 
there is no law.” (Gal. 5:22, 23) I believe 
it was Andrew Murray who said that the 
virtues of the Spirit-filled life are looked 
upon as feminine. I don’t object to being 
feminine in that respect. The man of 
God should put on tenderness, humility, 
forgiveness, longsuffering, and kindness.

In some circles it is thought soft to have 
these qualities. Yet these were the char- 
acteristics of ‘the church that spread 
through the world in spite of the militar- 
ism of the Roman Empire. Constantine 
finally came to recognize its power. It 
was Julian, the Apostate, who said as he 


died on the field of battle, “Galilean, thou 


has conquered.” 


I am thankful that God comes to fill 
us. Let us remember—“Grieve not the 
Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed 
unto the day of redemption.” (Eph. 4:30) 
The thing that grieves the Spirit is our 
lack of love. One man said, “Some folk 
are as straight as a gun barrel, and as sour 
as a vinegar barrel.” It is possible to be 
absolutely straight in doctrine and yet lack 
the warmth of love—the Christian spirit. 
Some people are so religious in their do- 
ing, but they do not feel happy about it. 
Brother, do things in the right way. If 
you find things are a mess and you can’t 
straighten out the mess, keep the victory. 
When you lose the victory you lose the 
love of God. You wouldn’t tolerate adul- 
tery, murder, lying, but you tolerate 
grieving the Holy Spirit. Though it be 
difficult we should rather see things go 
to the devil, and keep the victory, than 
to lose the victory over it, and all go to 


the devil. 


“That Christ may dwell in your hearts 
by faith; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded in love. . . ” (Eph. 3:17) The 
Christian needs good rooting as do trees 
in order to withstand the storms. Some 
people are easily toppled over. They are 
easily offended. There is a deeper place 
in God than that, in “the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye might 
be filled with all the fulness of God.”

And Jacob was left alone; and there 
wrestled a man with him until the break- 
ing of the day. (Gen. 32:24) 

And at midnight Paul 
and Silas prayed, and 
sang praises unto God: 
and the prisoners heard 
them. (Acts 16:25) 

And at midnight there 
was a cry made, behold, 
the bridegroom cometh; 
go ye out to meet him. 
(Matt. 25:6) 

Miners tell me that 
the earth swells at midnight. Sailors tell 
me that a ship rides a few inches higher 
in the ocean at midnight. And it is com- 
monly known that a man’s vitality is at 
its lowest ebb at midnight. 

No doubt Jabbok was the real crisis 
of Jacob’s life; and Bethel was like his 
conversion. You will notice there was con- 
siderable time between Bethel and. the 
experience of Jacob at Jabbok’s ford. If 
this man would have yielded himself more 
fully to God at Bethel, the story of his 
after years would have been different. 
But, instead of yielding himself com- 
pletely, he goes through some varied ex- 
periences, his sorrows as well as his joys, 
his days of rapture as well as his hours 
of depression. 

“Jacob was left alone . . there wrestled 
a man with him.” I have always believed 
it took Jacob till about midnight to yield 
himself to the place God was willing to 
deal with him. It is a good thing for a 
man to be left alone with just himself 
sometimes. There are many things about 
the life of Jacob which would apply to 
us. First of all, he, like us, had his fail- 
ings: he deceived his father; he cheated 
Esau; and he was just like us except 
for God’s sovereign grace. If it were not 
for God’s grace, we, too, would be a 
bunch of Jacobs. This man was alone 
with his thoughts. He was frightened. 
He was to meet his brother whom he had 
wronged. He had been to Bethel, but now 
he needs must meet the God of Bethel 
before he meets his brother. 

My friend, is your Bethel experience 
still fresh as at the beginning? Is your 
first love still for Jesus? There wrestled 
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a man with him. You will notice the 
Scripture does not say that Jacob wrestled 
with the man, but that the man wrestled 
with Jacob. I believe that Jacob only 
struggled. The angel of the Lord did the 
wrestling. The contact was made about 
MIDNIGHT when Jacob was ready for 
Divine help. The wrestling of the angel 
of the Lord and the struggling of Jacob 
lasted till the breaking of the day. Have 
you ever noticed the result of Jacob’s 
struggling and the angel’s wrestling? Ja- 
cob received a new name. 

“What is thy name?” said the angel 
to him. I can visualize how Jacob hesi- 
tated a bit; but then he made his con- 
fession, and said, “My name is Jacob.” 
This interpreted means “supplanter” and 
“cheat.” Jacob’s confession of weakness 
brought a great display of God’s power, 
for the angel said “Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel . . thou 
hast power with God and with men.” 

Will you also be with God from mid- 
night till breaking of the day? Notice— 
power with God first, then with man. 

At midnight Paul and Silas prayed. 
Paul and Silas had done no harm—they 
had only obeyed the Lord’s command to 
go; but here they were. Were they 
downhearted? No, No, NO. 

You will notice that they were not in 
a place of prayer—neither was a meeting 
called. Why, it’s perfectly Scriptural to 
pray at midnight. “At MIDNIGHT 
will I rise to give thanks unto thee.” (Ps. 
119:62) Perhaps it was a little difficult 
to rise, but they did the best they could 
under the circumstances. At midnight 
when they, like most of us, should be try- 
ing to get a little rest, they prayed and 
gave thanks unto God. The law of the 
land says it is, or it is not, lawful to do 
certain things at certain times; but the 
Scripture says “be instant in season and 
out of season.” This was not a soft- 
carpeted prayer room but a closely guard- 
ed inner dungeon. Yet it was seasonable 
to pray, and the prayer was acceptable. 
I believe that there is no time nor place 
amiss for prayer if our hearts are honestly 
lifted up to God. James says, “Is any 
afflicted? Let him pray.” Well the

As the story opens in this chapter we 
notice there is a rebellion on. Absalom 
was trying to steal the hearts of the peo- 
ple from David. Absalom had a lovely 
face but a base heart. He had beautiful 
hair, too. This beautiful hair was his 
downfall. “But in all of Israel there was 
none to be so much praised as Absalom 
for his beauty: from the sole of his foot 
to the crown of his head, there was no 
blemish in him.” He polled, or had his 
beautiful hair cut only once a year. But 
he was stealing the hearts of the men of 
Israel. 

David was their ideal. There was no 
one to compare with him. He was all to 
them, David their king. What happens? 
Absalom comes around and with good 
words and fair speeches, he would steal 
the heart loyalty of this people. By 
stealth and subtility Absalom would steal 
the hearts of the men of Israel. 

I believe that there is an Absalom 
around today. There is a subtle, cunning 
devil; and his business is to steal the 
heart’s devotion that belongs to Jesus. No- 
tice how artful Absalom was. He pre- 
tends! Things are bad! “Oh, that I were 
made judge!” When there is a bit of 
trouble some folk say, “Things would be 
different if I were there.” Absalom was 
using all of his skill and cunning to get 
the people won over to him.

doing all he can to steal the hearts of the 
people of God. He is trying to take away 
that loyalty that belongs to Jesus. In 
the New Testament, Satan is presented as 
a roaring lion and as a serpent. I would 
rather meet a lion, because you could 
hear him roar and you could climb a 
tree, but you never know where the ser- 
pent is hiding and you do not see him ap- 
proach. He is subtle. He slips up on you 
unawates. 

It takes a real storm sometimes to let 
us see who are our true friends. There 
must be heresies that the approved be 
made manifest. The word heresies means 
“parties,” “fractions.” These occur that 
the genuine may be shown. (I Cor. 11) 
It took this rebellion of Absalom for 
David to discover who were his loyal 
friends. If we are not true to Jesus, if 
we fail God, then He may go into the 
very heart of the Belgian Congo to find 
those who will be true to Him. I believe 
that God will have a people who will be 
true to Him. 

“And with Absalom went two hundred 
men out of Jerusalem, that were called; 
and they went in their simplicity, and 
they knew not any thing.” (Verse 11) 
They were carried away in the sweep of 
things. If they had only known this subtle 
deceiver, this smooth-mouthed Absalom! 


The conspiracy was strong, and David. 


hardly knew the people who were for 
him. “For the people increased continually 
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“Faking Oun Place With God's Rejected King 


with Absalom.” This was David’s tejec- 
tion. It was the darkest day in David’s 
life. 

He, the king of Israel, was compelled 
to flee out of Jerusalem; but in his dark- 
est day, David found his truest friends. 
We have to take our stand today in spite 
of this usurper, the devil, who is stealing 
the heart loyalty. I am glad there are 
some today who are standing true to 
God’s David. In the third Psalm David 
said, “Lord, how are they increased that 
trouble me! many are they that rise up 
against me. Many there be which say of 
my soul, There is no help for him in 
God.” They thought God was finished 
with David, but he said, “Thou, O Lord, 
art a shield for me; my glory, and the 
lifter up of mine head. I cried unto the 
Lord with my voice, and he heard me out 
of his holy hill.

“It is my privilege to be Post Chaplain 
of the Detention and Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter, Ninth Service Command, located at 
Turlock, California. This camp happens 
to be the only one of its kind in the Unit- 
ed States. It was established for the pur- 
pose of correcting, training, and returning 
to duty, boys in the service who have 
made what is called ‘military mistakes.’ 

“T have seen your good magazine and 
felt this bit of news would be of interest 
and a blessing to your readers. 

“Every Sunday evening from six till 
seven I hold what we call a Singspiration 
in the Stockade Chapel which was built 
especially for the prisoners. Sunday eve- 
ning, February 7, I received special per- 
mission from the Post Commander to in- 
vite Evangelist Arthur Otteson of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., and Pastor Allen J. Brown 
of Bethel Temple, Turlock, to help in 
this service. The first part of the service 
the boys selected their own songs; then 
Rev. Otteson sang two very good solos, 
and played What a Friend We Have in 
Jesus on the violin. Pastor Brown gave 
a spirited sermon of about ten minutes, 
then I gave an altar call. I am very glad 
to report that 21 prisoners stepped out 
and gave themselves to Jesus Christ— 
accepted Him as their Saviour. At this 
same setvice 25 boys expressed a desire 
for a New Testament, and I had the 
privilege of giving them the Gideon New 
Testaments. We ask an interest in your 
prayers.”

A huge black cobra snake came one night 
and killed four of our chickens. The na- 
tive boys who slept under the house heard 
the confusion and arose to the rescue of 
the remaining fowl. 

“You would surely enjoy meeting our 
fine group of army boys. Our crowds 
have so increased that we have had to en- 
gage larger quarters for our Sunday night 
gospel service. We are so thankful for 
our car which enables us to get to other 
camps for services. These meetings start- 
ed by our inviting two or three of the boys 
into our home, and later they invited their 
pals, and so the crowds began to enlarge. 
Some have made a decision for Christ. 

“We have had several weddings A 
portion of wedding dinner was sent up to 
us, and we sure did enjoy it. It was most 
delicious rice and palm oil chop with fish 
cooked in it, and of course, hot with red 
pepper. We relished the feast as much 
as any of the guests, since both of us 
have acquired a real taste for the native 
chop.”

India 

Sister Inez Kreiss’s letter also took two 
months to come from India. She wrote: 

“This finds me out in camp once again, 
and oh, how happy I am. I am not alone 
this year, but have with me, Margaret 
Michelsen, the girl I wrote about.... It is 
good to have someone to talk to in my 
own language, someone to laugh with, and 
best of all, someone to help carry the bur- 
den, and to eat with. You get so tired of 
eating alone day after day, week after 
week.... Pray for her. Camp ‘life is 
hard on one, for one often has to eat any- 
where, anytime, and. sometimes anything 
that one is able to get. In these days, 
sometimes we can’t even secure some of 
the most common staples, only through 
central sources. In Camp we are far 
away from sources many a time. 

“You would enjoy seeing our patience 
tried and enlarged. Back to the good old 
horse and tonga days we ate. We go

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Studies in Revelation 


STUDY XXXII 
The Millennial Reign and Satan’s Final Doom 
Chapter 20 

There can be no millennium as long as 
“the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh 
about, seeking whom he may devour” (I 
Peter 5:8), or as long as he is here to 
transform himself “into an angel of light” 
(2 Cor. 11:14). So, before the kingdom 
of the Son of man can be set up in the 
earth, it is imperative that Satan be re- 
moved from the stage of action. 

Antichrist will be overthrown at Arma- 
geddon, and he and the False Prophet, 
each of whom will be taken alive, will be 
cast into the lake of fire. Antichrist will 
be indwelt by Satan during his reign as 
“the beast,” the last three and one-half 
years of the tribulation period. But, 
while Satan will indwell Antichrist, he 
will not lose his identity; the two person- 
alities, Satan and the Antichrist, will not 
be merged. A man who is demon-pos- 
sessed does not become a demon; he con- 
tinues to be a man, but is a demon-pos- 
sessed man. Sometimes the demon may 
speak through him and sometimes he may 
speak apart from the demon; in other 
words, his acts and his words may be his 
own or they may be the demon’s. So 
although Antichrist will be indwelt by 
Satan he may sometimes act on his own 
initiative; and the three personages, the 
dragon, the beast and the false prophet, 
are, therefore, spoken of as separate per- 
sonalities. It seems likely that Satan will 
indwell Antichrist up until the very mo- 
ment of his seizure at the battle of Arma- 
geddon; and that before Antichrist shall 
be consigned to the lake of fire, from 
which he will never emerge, Satan will 
leave him in order that he may escape, if 
possible, the doom of the beast; and that 
then Satan will be seized, and consigned 
to the abyss. 


I. The Binding of Satan and His Consignment 
to the Abyss 


Verses 1-3 
Many interpreters believe that the angel 
here spoken of is to be regarded as none 
other than Christ. The star in 9:1, “from 
heaven fallen unto the earth” (R. V.), 
we identified with Satan, and there we 
read, “and to him was given the key of 
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the bottomless pit.” The key was given 
to Satan that he might open the pit in 
order that the demon locusts might 
emerge therefrom. He does not appear 
to have been allowed to keep the key; 
after the purpose of God through Satan 
had been accomplished, the key was taken 
back into the custody of Him to whom 
it rightfully belongs. Now He, the Lord 
Jesus, or His duly commissioned repre- 
sentative, is seen descending from heaven, 
having, in addition to the key, “ a great 
chain in his hand.” “And he laid hold on 
to the dragon, that old serpent, which is 
the devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years.”’ This chapter is the only 
portion of the Bible in which we are told 
how long the millennial reign of Christ 
will last. Six times in this chapter men- 
tion is made of the “thousand years.” 
There are those who discredit, or try to 
discredit, our teaching that this will be 
the length of our Lord’s reign upon the 
earth, and they base their efforts upon 
the fact that in no other place is there 
any reference to the “thousand years.” 
But is not one chapter in which we find 
the expression six times sufficient? Un- 
less we are to reject this whole chapter 
(read what is written in 22:19 and 
tremble at the thought) we must accept 
the teaching that the personal reign of 
our Lord on earth will last a thousand 
years. 

The word rendered “bottomless pit” 
means abyss, and is so rendered in the 
R. V. The object of his being cast into 
the abyss, and confined there during the 
millennium, is that he may deceive, liter- 
ally, mislead, “the nations no more, till 
the thousand years shall be fulfilled.” We 
infer that as long as Satan is allowed to 
run at large, the nations will be misled. 
Even the personal presence of Christ upon 
the earth, and His enthronement in Jeru- 
salem, would not be sufficient to deter 
the sons of men from evil doing if Satan 
wete allowed to “go to and fro in the 
earth and walk up and down in it” (Job 
1:7), as at the present time. 

Mark the fact that we read here that 
“after that he must be loosed a little sea- 
son.” God’s “musts” constitute an inter- 
esting study. Why must Satan be loosed 
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a little season? Evidently to denon 
to man’s satisfaction that the heart o 
fallen man is incurably evil apart from the 
regenerating grace of God. Man sayg| 
that the reason he cannot live righteously 
in this present evil age is because the en 
vironment is unfavorable. For a thousand 
years there will be the best possible en 
vironment, and yet at the end of that 
period a multitude will be found who wil.

The world has never seen the like of 
such days as these in which we are now 
living. There has been a terrific upheaval 
in practically every sphere of life in the 
past few years. The global war in which 
our nation is now engaged has probably 
been the greatest contributing factor af- 
fecting these changes. 

Among the changes that have been 
made, and are being made, there has been 
none more alarming than that of our 
standard of morals. That standard has 
gradually been lowered during the -past 
15 or 20 years, and many saw no imme- 
diate threat in its descent. But in the 
past several years the banner of morals 
has taken such a decided dip that the old 
flag of decency now looks pretty dirty. 

I can well remember about 15 years ago 
when a certain cigarette company posted 
an advertisement on a billboard just out- 
side the city limits of my home town here 
in California. The picture of a beautiful 
young girl appeared on the advertisement 
along side this particular brand of cigar- 
ettes. The girl was not endorsing the 
cigarette; she wasn’t holding one in her 
hand; her name wasn’t even given. How- 
ever, the impression and intimation con- 
tained in the advertisement was that it 
would be fine if the young ladies of our 
nation would begin smoking; not that 
girls and women were not smoking at 
that time—some were, but very few were 
doing it in public. And those that were, 
were looked down upon by Christians and 
non-Christians alike. When this particu- 
lar advertisement appeared you should 
have heard the cry raised by the Women’s 
Club of our town. It was taken up by 
the local daily paper, and in short notice 
the advertisement disappeared. Yet with- 
in a very short time those same members 
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of that same Women’s Club were them- 
selves smoking, and not endeavoring to 
conceal it. This incident is indicative of 
the change that has occurred in our whole 
moral structure during the past two dec- 
ades. And this collapse in morals has 
been exceedingly rapid since the war be- 
gan. 

The world, the flesh, and the devil have 
leagued together as an unholy trio, and 
have descended in full force on the young 
people of this generation. Some of us 
have been so blind, and maybe still are, 
that we have thought that it was only the 
young people of the world that were being 
subjected to this avalanche of temptation. 
May God open our eyes and help us see 
that the devil is aiming at the Christian 
young person, the Christ’s Ambassador, 
as surely as he is at the unsaved young 
person. In fact I am convinced that his 
campaign against Christian young people 
is much more intense and much more 
subtle in every way. To this end I write 
this article, and I pray that the Lord will 
help us as Christ’s Ambassadors to keep 
ourselves pure—in body, in soul, and in 
mind. 

Our young people have been taught, 
many of them from childhood, that it is 
not pleasing to God for them to attend 
dances, shows, card parties, worldly par- 
ties, and other such places of amusement 
—that it is destructive to the body which 
is the “temple of the Holy Ghost,” and 
damning to the soul to smoke, and to 
drink intoxicating liquors. We have 
steered a pretty straight course in this 
respect. Oh, there have been those that 
have gone back to the “beggarly elements 
of the world,” but generally when they 
have done so they have left our ranks. 
But, by and large, we have refrained from 
these things. However, there are other 
things that are just as damning to the 
soul as these, and yet very little has been 
said concerning them. 

The enemy has made inroads into our 
private homes and lives in greater ways 


than we ever dreamed he could. And the 
sad part of it is that many of our people, 
old as well as young, will only laugh and 
shrug their shoulders when one mentions 
these things—they don’t seem to see the 
hand of this unholy trio in them. They 
will listen to entertainment on their radios 
that they would not think of going to see 
or hear in a theatre. Do you, my friend, 
think for one moment that you can listen 
to worldly entertainment, much of it time- 
wasting trash, and not have it affect your 
spiritual condition, whether it be in the 
home, in your car, or elsewhere? My 
dear C. A. friend, do you think that you 
can sit and listen to “swing” music, the 
music created by the devil, the music de- 
signed to arouse every base emotion in 
your being—do you think that you can 
listen to such music (if it can indeed be 
called music) and not have it affect you, 
body, soul, and spirit? An atmosphere 
so created, especially in the car with young 
people as its occupants, is a perfect setting 
for “heavy necking” and “petting” parties. 
Some may say even while you are reading 
these lines, “Well, after all, what’s wrong 
in kissing a girl (or a boy) even if I’m

TEACHER, WHAT ARE YOU 
TEACHING? 


Of course you realize that “a teacher 
is not teaching unless there is someone 
who is learning.” But my question was 
not, “Are you teaching?” but “What are 
you teaching?” | 

Many teachers feel satisfied with them- 
selves if they teach what is found in the 
quarterly, feeling sure that is sufficient. 
It is, and yet it isn’t! 

Our, Pentecostal Sunday School quar- 
terlies are full of good Pentecostal mate- 
rial, for which we are thankful; and they 
are intended to give you valuable assist- 
ance and aid in the preparation of that 
all-important lesson. It is impossible, how- 
ever, for the writer of your quarterly to 
include just everything your certain class 
is in need of. That’s why you are the 
teacher! 

To teach your class what your class 
needs to learn, is your responsibility. Here 
are three steps toward success in this 
matter: 

1. PRAY for wisdom and understand- 
ing. James 1:5 is your promise, and 
James 1:6-8 are the conditions you must 
meet. 

2. KNOW the WORD! Make a list 
of the subjects in the Word that your 
class, at their age, should know: 

Salvation, by faith, through grace with 
the cleansing of the Blood. 

Divine Healing for today. 

Water Baptism—and why. 

The Baptism in the Holy Spirit, and 
its purpose and responsibility. 

The Why of the Communion Table. 

The Soon Coming of our Lord, etc. 


(This is our Pentecostal message; be 
sure that you are teaching it regularly.) 
It is not enough to tell the lesson story, 
you must teach the lesson! 

3. KNOW your class! KNOW the 
pupil himself! By knowing him you will 
know his need; and in knowing his need, 
you will know WHAT to teach! 

I do not feel that these are items that 
you are not acquainted with—but they 
may be among the items we sometimes 
forget. 
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Let me close with a simple outline for 
your own inspiration and meditation. 

In Acts the 8th chapter, commencing 
with verse 25, we have the interesting 
story of Philip and the eunuch. 

First, place yourself in Philip’s place. 
Verse 25 finds you in what we'll term 
“Revival,” special services, Fellowship 
Meetings, etc., the place of refreshing and 
refilling. . 

Verse 26. “A Call to the Desert!” 
How often our Sunday School classes 
take on the form of a desert, even after 
a revival. 


Verse 27. “And he arose....” That is 
obedience. 

Verse 27. “An eunuch of great au- 
thority....” Remember, Teacher, you 


cannot tell whom you and God may have 
“in the making” in your class. Great 
men and women have sprung from lowly 
Sunday School classes; and a lowly teach- 
er was instrumental in God’s making 
them great. 

- Verse 29. “Go near (heart to heart) 
and join thyself to this chariot.” May 
God make your class a part of you and 
you are a vital part of the pupils of your 
class! 


Verse 30. “Understandest thou?” 
(Your question.) 
Verse 31. “How can I, except some 


man should guide me?” (Their answer.) 
Verse 35. “Then Philip opened his 
mouth... and preached unto them Je- 
sus!” (It’s your job, Philip!) 
Verses 36-38. RESULTS! Results in 
a desert! God grant them to: you.

friendships to be desecrated by promis- 
cuous love-making. God knows us much 
better than we know ourselves, and he 
caused Paul to write young Timothy, and 
the youth of every generation, “Keep thy- 
self pure... flee these things... flee youth- 
ful lusts.” 

Is it courageous to run? It is when 
the devil is ready to overwhelm you with 
his temptation. Run where? Flee to the 
Rock that is higher than you are, and 
abide there! There is security in living 
in God. 

Young Joseph was severely tempted by 
a subtle designing woman, the tool of the 
devil. Few young men, comparatively 
speaking, would have done what Joseph 
did. He fled—he ran as hard and as fast 
as he could. Some even today would say 
that Joseph chose the hard way out—that 
he would have had far less trouble if he 
had not run away from the temptress. 
But would he? If he had given in to 
temptation he would have had the devil, 
Potiphar, his wife, and God. all! of them, 


against him. There would have been no 
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hope for him. As it was, God was back- 
ing him 100 per cent, for he had kept both 
his soul and body clean. The day that 
Joseph ran for his life he lost his garment 
but he kept his virtue.

The modern Picture Magazine is anoth- 
er very subtle influence in the home and 
in the lives of our Christian youth.

I say very sincerely. I have a firm convic- 
tion about this thing. Some of us think 
that if a thing is printed on smooth fin- 
ish paper, and it has the appearance of a 
“high class” magazine, that the subject 
matter doesn’t count. In order for it to 
be base and low it must be of the “pulp 
type.” Is poison any less poison in a 
beautifully colored bottle than in a plain 
white one? Oh, but you say, certain of 
those magazines aren’t as bad as others. 
Pll grant you that, but poison will have 
an effect no matter how mild the dose 
might be. Any one of the picture maga- 
zines, with its parade of practically naked 
bodies, its glorification of the flesh, its 
suggestive scenes, is bound to leave an 
unwholesome atmosphere in the soul, and 
taint the mind. More than that, it may 
mean the breaking down of one’s resist- 
ance to greater temptations. 

The Lord is not only asking us to give 
Him our souls, but He wants our bodies 
and minds to be consecrated to Him as 
I have not written this article as

four in the tonga, the driver sitting on 
the floor in front of us, at three miles an 
hour on these most bumpy oxcart roads. 
The first few days out I declared I would 
rather walk. I wanted to do so from the 
first, but Miss Grieger said no, even 
though it does cost more for the horse 
and tonga than it did for a car, by rupees. 
Tongas have no springs in them, and the 
horses are so slow, even the best of them 
can’t go more than twelve miles a day, 
every day that is.... Now we are learning 
a bit, to sit and trust the horse will not 
get his poor leg broken in the big holes 
in the would-be roads. It has impressed 
the people, though, that we come by ton- 
ga. It isa surprise to them. Yet in early 
days, they had only oxcarts to travel in. 
The tongas are not built for district work. 
We have to change camp more often, and 
of course, we cannot reach as many vil- 
lages as we used to in a week. 

“We went to a village. We had good 
crowds, but the unrest and opposition 
were so very prevalent. The whole work 
is finding the opposition of the powers of 
darkness in different ways, it seems. 
Where we get the crowds to listen, there 
are always some scoffers to break up the 
meeting, or send the women away just as 
we exalt Christ. In the school there has 
been a constant fight this year. Yet on 
the other hand we still find hungry hearts, 
and those who ask us to come and tell 
them ‘the story again.’ 


David got all your heart? Or has Ab- 
salom been around and stolen some of 
your heart’s affection that belongs to Jes- 
us? The rebellion is on. Many hearts are 
failing in their love. “Because iniquity 
is abounding, the love of many is waxing 
cold.” The devil concentrates his attack 
on the heart-love of the believer, because 
when all is said and done, salvation is 
personal devotion between the heart and 
Jesus.

This was during a re- 
bellion. It was going to cost these true- 
hearted ones everything. But when David 
has your heart, He has your all. Though 
the hearts of the men of Israel were after 


_ Absalom, there were a few who were loyal 
to their laa. and a thousand beautiful- 
faced Absaloms could not steal their 
hearts; they were too deeply in love with 


David. 


Are you true to Jesus? That is the 
question. “He that is of God heareth 
us.” “Behold, thy servants are ready 
to do whatsoever my lord the king shall 
appoint.” No wonder David could go 
on when he had a band like that as true 
as steel. David was first. And if we love 
Jesus above everything else, no sweet 
words of an Absalom will ever be able to 
steal our heart’s affection from Him. 

The king went forth and all his house- 
hold with him. If we are associated with 
Jesus, we will be with him in His suffer- 
ings and in His trials. There were peo- 
ple that would not follow Absalom even 
when it meant parting with everything 
they had. “If any man will serve me, let 
him take up his cross and follow me.” 

It is rather remarkable that these Git- 
tites who went with David were from 
Gath, for Gath was a Philistine city, and 
they were aliens. When many of the 
Israelites were swept aside and lost their 
loyalty to David, some of these strangers 
and foreigners stayed true. “They shall 
come from the east and the west and 
shall sit down in the kingdom of heaven” 
and the very people who should have been 
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in it will miss it for the last shall be first, 
and the first, last. 

Notice verse 19. “Then said the king 
to Ittai the Gittite, Wherefore goest thou 
also with us? return to thy place and 
abide with the king: for thou art a strang- 
er, and also an exile.” David said, “I don’t 
know where I am going, and you had 
better go back and join the new king; 
you do not belong to the Jewish nation 
anyhow. I do not know what will hap- 
pen to me, for I have been turned out 
of my own palace; so you had better go 
back.” But, too, in Psalm 3, David said 
when he was in this difficulty, “I laid 
me down and slept.” David was a wand- 
erer, an exile, an outcast. He did not 
know where he would lay his head, and 
if Ittai came with him, he had nothing 
to offer. Note his answer to David. It 
was the heart response of real love to 
David. “As Jehovah liveth, and as my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what place 
my lord the king shall be, whether in 
death or life, even there also will thy 
servant be.” Even when it costs you some- 
thing; when you are put out, and you have 
no one but Jesus, in life or death, you 
will be true to Him. That is the response 
of real heart devotion, and that must be 
the response of the heart that loves Jesus. 

We have the same picture in the book 
of Ruth. When Naomi entreated her to 
go back to her people, Ruth said, “En- 
treat me not to leave thee, or to return 
from following after thee: for whither 
thou goest I will go; and where thou 
lodgest I will lodge; thy people shall 
be my people, and thy God, my God.” 

We are enjoined in the epistle to the 
Hebrews to “Go forth therefore unto him 
without the camp, bearing his reproach.” 
“Without the camp” was a bad place. It 
was the place where people were stoned. 
It was a place where the festering lepers 
were, where the despised people were. 
They put Jesus “without the camp, bear- 
ing his reproach.” The only thing that 
can welcome us to that place is the pres- 
ence of Jesus. Ittai said, “No matter 
what happens, I am going with you, Da- 
vid.” You cannot stop the people who 
are in love. Ittai influenced others, for in 
verse 22 it says “And Ittai the Gittite 
passed over, and all his men, and all the 
little ones that were with him.” 

If we stand true, take up our cross 
and follow Jesus, it will cost us some- 
thing; but others will be influenced. 

It was a day of distress. “All the coun- 


try wept with a loud voice, and all the 
people passed over.” “And David went 
up by the ascent of the mount of Olives, 
and wept as he went up, and he had 
his head covered, and he went bare- 
foot: and all the people that were 
with him covered every man his head, 
and they went up weeping as they went.” 
Jesus wept over Jerusalem, and Jesus 
crossed that same brook Kidron on his 
his way to Golgotha when Jerusalem had 


rejected him. 
IV. The Rejected King Returns 


But that is not the end of the story. 
David was driven out of Jerusalem into 
the land of Gilead. Absalom had _ his 
way for a time, and he decided he would 
make a big show. He thought he would 
go in person and lead his tribes. Making 
his way through the forest, his beautiful 
permanently waved hair caught in the 
tree, and the mule walked out from 
under him, and he was left suspended 
in the air. Someone came along and stuck 
a javelin into him, and that finished Ab- 
salom. The rebellion was quelled, but 
what about the people? Their king was 
an outcast; the kingdom was in chaos, 
and no one knew just what to do. Differ- 
ent ones rose up to try to take command, 
and they had strife among themselves. 
Someone got up and said that he had 
a solution; he proposed that the only 
thing to do was to send for the king. 
The rightful king was in exile over the 
Jordan. “Why speak ye not a word o! 
bringing the king back? 

I believe the only answer to the present 
chaotic international situation is for the 
King to come back. They may do what- 
ever they can, but there will be no real 
peace until the King comes back. My 
heart is set on bringing back the King. 

They sent an invitation to the king 
to come and take himself the throne. 
How willing and eager he was to return 
to the very people who had driven him 
away! Those who had stood true to him 
wete the very ones who brought him 
back. Do you think David forgot the men 
who stood loyal and true to him? Never! 
He gave those faithful ones special hon- 
ors. He rewarded every one who stood 
true to him in the days of revolt and 
trouble. 

When Jesus comes He will not over- 
look the men and women who are stand- 
ing true in these evil days. However bad 
things may be, the outcome is bright. 
“He sitteth above the water floods.” Has
